Royalties safe: Redford sr

Economy. Premier to 
host Calgary summit to 
brainstorm solutions to 
province's reliance on 
energy revenue 


Alberta Premier Alison Redford 
says raising royalty rates for 
energy companies won’t be on 
the table as experts gather in 
Calgary this weekend to hash 
out the provinces’s financial 
woes. 

“I don’t know what people 
are going to say on Saturday at 
the summit. I can predict what 
some people are going to say 
just based on their reputation,” 
Redford said Tuesday. 

“But we made it veiy clear 
that we think supporting our 
energy industry is fundamen¬ 
tal to our future economic 
success.” 

Redford will preside over an 
economic summit in Calgaiy 
that is being billed as an oppor¬ 
tunity to brainstorm solutions 
to the province’s reliance on 
energy revenues ahead of the 
March 7 budget. 

Redford said falling oil 
prices in the U.S. market will 
take a $6-billion bite out of 
Alberta’s bottom line next 
year and it’s time to figure out 
ways to improve spending and 
how to get the province off 
the roller-coaster of volatile

energy revenues. 

Redford’s predecessor, Ed 
Stelmach, announced a new 
royalty framework in 2007 that 
would give Albertans their “fair 
share” of the resource they 
own. 

However, the energy sector 
railed against that new regime, 
moving their investment dol¬ 
lars elsewhere. It forced the 
Alberta government to do an 
about-face on its royalty frame¬ 
work to lure activity back to the 
province. 

Redford said another mat¬ 
ter that won’t be considered is 
the possibility of re-introducing 
healthcare premiums. 

The fees cost families about 
$1,056 a year before they were 
eliminated four years ago. 

The Alberta Medical Asso¬ 
ciation and the province have 
been negotiating a new deal 
for doctors for almost two 
years. Frustrated by the lack 
of progress, the government 
imposed a deal on doctors last 
November, but later backed off, 
allowing talks to continue.

At manager Bill Flynn’s In¬ 
tegra Tire outlet on 99 Street, 
customers are flooding in 
with bent rims, flat tires and 
dinged suspension. 

More than the indica¬ 
tor from any groundhog, 
it’s a sure sign that spring is 
around the corner as potholes 
pop up all over Edmonton. 

“I think it’s a little early 
because of the spring thaws. 
There is always a season; usu¬ 
ally it would start in around 
March,” said Flynn. 

City director of roadway 
maintenance Bob Dunford is 
also seeing the impact of the 
early thaw and is guessing 
the worst is yet to come. 

“I think we are going to be 
in for a bad pothole season; 
that’s just my prediction,” he 
said. “I have nothing to base 
that on except past experi¬ 
ence.” 

Dunford said the city filled

5,600 potholes in January 
alone. 

He said the city’s freeze/ 
thaw cycles, such as last 
week’s when the temper¬ 
ature went from -30 C to 3 C 
in just a few days, make the 
problem worse. 

He said crews are still 
dealing with snow clearing in 
some places. 

“You just have to spread 
your resources out a little bit 
more, because we are deal¬ 
ing with some snow issues as 
well,” he said. 

Dunford said most of the 
potholes will be filled later 
in the year and they are fo¬ 
cusing now on emergency 
repairs.

24 . Cops 
crackdown 
on speeders, 
distracted 
drivers 


Edmonton police handed 
out over 1,800 tickets last 
weekend in an effort to crack 
down on speeding on the city 
streets. 

A total of 913 tickets were 
given to speeders between 
Feb. 1 and Feb. 2, said EPS 
Acting Sgt. David Green, and 
118 people were ticketed for 
distracted driving. 

“Speeding is a constant 
problem. I personally love the 
argument whenever I pull 
someone over — ‘Don’t you 
have anything better to do?’ 
No, honestly I don’t. We want 
to be out there and slow some 
people down, because there 
are a lot of collisions in the 
city,” he said Tuesday. 

Green added that he’s 
not surprised to see so many 
distracted driving tickets, 
because it’s still a relatively 
new law. 

“The general public will 
attest that they see people on 
their cell phones all the time 
now. It is a huge problem.... It 
has caused a lot of collisions 
but it’s an easily preventable 
collision. I can certainly say I 
have never received a text that 
is worth somebody else’s life.” 

Green said police target 
certain areas of the city dur¬ 
ing Operation 24 hours, also 
known as a Big Ticket Event, 
after looking at areas with fre¬ 
quent speeding infractions or 
collisions, laurie callsen/metro

Six tourists raped 
for hours by armed gang 
in glitzy Acapulco resort 


Dual citizen. Suspect 
in July attack lived in 
Lebanon, but entered 
with Canadian passport 


A Canadian “dual national” 
living in Lebanon is believed 
to be involved in the deadly 
bus bombing in Bulgaria last 
July, Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird confirmed Tuesday. 

But key questions re¬ 
mained unanswered as Can¬ 
ada coped with the second 
allegation by a foreign gov¬ 
ernment in recent weeks that 
Canadians took part in terror¬ 
ist attacks abroad. 

“This is not a resident of 
Canada. It’s a dual national 
who I am told resides in 
Lebanon,” Baird told a news 
conference on Parliament 
Hill. 

“I couldn’t even tell you 
the last time this person was 
in Canada,” he said, adding 
that the suspect is still at 
large. 


The person entered Bul¬ 
garia with a Canadian passport 
and is believed to be linked to 
Hezbollah, the Shiite militant 
group and political party. 

The attack killed five Is¬ 
raelis and their Bulgarian 
driver. 

Tuesday’s disclosure comes 
as Ottawa has yet to corrobor¬ 
ate a claim by Algeria that at 


least one Canadian took part 
in a deadly attack on a Sa¬ 
haran gas plant last month. 

“We’ve had a more robust 
engagement with Bulgaria, 
and they provided more infor¬ 
mation,” said Baird. “The situ¬ 
ation in Algeria is just com¬ 
pletely different. We don’t 
even have a name.”

Six Spanish tourists were 
raped by a gang of armed, 
masked men in the Mexican 
resort of Acapulco, the latest 
chapter of violence that has 
tarnished the once-glamor- 
ous Pacific coast resort. 

The vicious, hours-long 
attack occurred before dawn 
Monday at a house that 
six Spanish men, six Span¬ 
ish women and a Mexican 
woman had rented on a 
quiet, idyllic stretch of beach. 

The attackers gained ac¬ 
cess to the house because 
two of the Spaniards were 
in the yard and apparently 
forced to open the door, said 
Acapulco Mayor Luis Walton 
at a press conference late 


Monday. 

The five attackers burst 
into the house and held the 
group at gunpoint, he said. 
They tied up the six men with 
phone cords and bathing suit 
straps and then raped the six 
Spanish women. The Mex¬ 
ican woman was not raped. 

The once-illustrious resort 
has already been battered by 
years of drug-gang killings 
and extortions, but except 
for very few incidents, the 
violence has not touched 
tourists. 

Walton said he believed, 
but wasn’t sure, that the as¬ 
sailants in Monday’s attack 
didn’t belong to a drug gang.

Study finds radal 
bias in Google ads 

A Harvard University study 
has found that there is 
“significant discrimination” 
in the way ads are placed in 
Google searches depending 
on whether a name is seen 
as white or black. 

In fact, a black-identify¬ 
ing name was 25 per cent 
more likely to get a link 
advertising a search of their 
criminal record, according 
to author Prof. Latanya 
Sweeney. 

One answer to the 
discrepancy may he in 
Google’s algorithms, which 
learn over time which ad 
text gets the most clicks. 

“It is up to individual 
advertisers to decide which 
keywords they want to 
trigger their ads,” a spokes¬ 
person added in an email.

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Decision day: Consumers finally 
get their paws on BlackBerry ZIO 


Retail debut. First day 
of sales doesn’t match 
mania around iPhone 
launches, but numbers 
are ‘quite robust’ 


There weren’t any lineups 
around the block, but Can¬ 
adians finally had a chance 
to get their hands on the new 
BlackBerry smartphone on 
Tuesday as the device went on 
sale across the country. 

The company behind the 
once-dominant phone joined 
with Rogers Communications 
to hold a media event in down¬ 
town Toronto, where a small 
number of customers who 
pre-ordered the BlackBerry ZIO 
activated their devices in front 
of the cameras. 

About 24 people showed 
up at the event, Rogers spokes¬ 
woman Michelle Kelly said. 

But the fanfare around 
the first day of sales paled in 
comparison to Apple’s iPhone 
launches, when sometimes 
hundreds of people wait out¬ 


side stores to be among the first 
to own the latest model. 

“Twelve years with the 
same company and I haven’t 
switched,” said Joseph Santos, 
a professed BlackBerry loyalist, 
who works as an IT manager in 
Toronto. “Being the head of an 
IT department, there was a lot 
of pressure to go to an Android 
phone. I land of fought them 
off. This is my last stand here.” 

The BlackBerry launch 
comes after several delays left 
longtime fans either sticking 
with their older phones or 
switching to a competitor’s 
phone. 

The new BlackBeriy is ex¬ 
pected to sell for about $150 on 
a three-year contract. Koodo is 
selling it without a contract for 
$550. 

Albert Lee, a spokesman for 
Bell, could not provide any pre- 
liminaiy sales statistics, but did 
say the number of pre-orders 
the company has seen for the 
ZIO “were higher than any 
other BB (BlackBeriy) before.” 

“We’re seeing intense inter¬ 
est today — sales are quite ro¬ 
bust,” Lee said in an email.

Environmental audit. Resource 
boom is outstripping Canada’s 
eco safeguards, watchdog finds 


Canada’s aggressive pursuit of 
resource development is ex¬ 
posing the countiy to height¬ 
ened environmental and 
financial risks that are not be¬ 
ing properly handled by feder¬ 
al regulators, a new audit says. 

In his final report to Parlia¬ 
ment after five years on the 
job, Scott Vaughan — Can¬ 
ada’s commissioner of the 
environment and sustainable 
development — said govern¬ 
ment is not keeping sufficient 
tabs on mining in the North, 
offshore drilling in the Atlan¬ 
tic and hydraulic fracturing 
in hundreds of thousands of 
shale gas wells sprouting up 
across the countiy. 

Nor are regulators 
equipped to deal with major 
oil spills or an expected 300 
per cent increase in tanker 
traffic off the West Coast, the 
report states. 

Coupled with previous re¬ 
ports that question oversight 
of pipelines and the oilsands, 
“you end up with a portrait 
where there are some serious 
questions about the federal 
capacity to safeguard Canada’s 
environment,” Vaughan said. 

“We know that there’s a 
boom in natural resources 
in this country. I think what 
we need now, given the gaps, 
given the problems that we’ve 
found, is a boom in environ¬ 
mental protection in this 
country as well. Because these

need to move hand in hand.” 

Instead, he found that 
in many cases, government 
regulators can’t, or won’t, 
figure out what they are sup¬ 
posed to be doing. They are 
reeling from dramatic chan¬ 
ges to environmental legisla¬ 
tion, outdated requirements, 
confusing lines of responsibil¬ 
ity and large holes of missing 
information. 

At stake, he said, is Can¬ 
ada’s reputation as an export¬ 
er, as well as the habitat of fra¬ 
gile ocean ecosystems. 

Specifically, the commis¬ 
sioner found that the two 
Atlantic offshore petroleum 
boards are not ready to re¬ 
spond to major oil spills, de¬ 
spite a complex array of regu¬ 
lations and procedures. 

The government had asked 
Vaughan to audit the offshore 
boards after the 2010 oil spill 
in the Gulf of Mexico prompt¬ 
ed questions about how Can¬ 
ada would handle a similar

Only 42 square 
kilometres in area, this north¬ 
ern Caribbean destination is a 
quick trip from Toronto but a 
long, long way from the rou¬ 
tine of kids, work and making 
dinner. 

Bermuda has two distinct 
precincts: Hamilton and St. 
George’s. Hamilton offers up 
high street shopping and a 
wide selection of restaurants. 
The British influence is heavily 
felt throughout, including the 
micro Marks & Spencer store, 
a favourite for visitors and ex¬ 
pats.

Beyond lumber, pulp and 
paper 

Canada’s forest products sector 
is carving a new path for itself 
that goes far beyond the trad¬ 
itional industry staples of lum¬ 
ber and paper. 

“There’s more effort being 
made by companies as well as 
government to accelerate trans¬ 
formation in the industry,” Far¬ 
rell says. “We currently have 
eight research networks with 
27 universities across the coun¬ 
try.” 

Those research networks 
are developing products such 
as antibiotics and pharmaceut¬ 
icals, biofuels and bioplastics, 
glues, enzymes and paints, 
artificial flavours and fertilizers 
— all derived from Canadian 
wood, which is a completely 
renewable resource. 

“This is the kind of thinking 
that, within 10 years, could put 
Canada’s forest products indus¬ 
try in a fundamentally different 
place than it was before,” Jim 
says. 

“We’re going to need a 
whole bunch of smart, edu¬ 
cated people to enter the indus¬ 
try.”

Let’s face it: the forest products 
sector hasn’t always had the 
best image. After all, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to think of cutting down 
trees as a good thing. 

But while this industry 
could have just continued 
managing its bad reputation, 
it has instead decided to do 
something major about it. 
Last spring, the Forest Prod¬ 
ucts Association of Canada 
(FPAC) unveiled Vision 2020, 
a new industry-led vision that 
outlines where the forest in¬ 
dustry sees itself by the year 
2020 — powering Canada’s 
new economy by being green, 
innovative and open to the 
world. 

“The industry has changed 
dramatically — we have gone 
through some really tough 
times, but we are shaping a 
new path for our future that 
is extremely appealing,” says 
Catherine Cobden, Executive 
Vice President of FPAC. 

“We have to get over the old 
images of the industry.” 

Myth: cutting down trees

Reality: forest products com¬ 
panies today are committed to 
harvesting legally, regenerat¬ 
ing harvested trees promptly, 
reducing waste and recycling, 
and welcoming independent 
scrutiny. Less than one per cent 
of Canada’s total forest area is 
harvested each year, and about 
650 million seedlings are plant-

Why the forest products 
industry needs you 

According to a report released 
by the Forest Products Sector 
Council (FPSC) in 2011, it is 
estimated that more than one 
third of the industry’s aging 
workforce — about 50,000 
people — will leave within the 
next 10 years.

When someone thinks of 
the forest they’re often lim¬ 
ited to only think about the 
trees and the animals that 
live there. Baillie Redfern, 
a MSc student of the Uni¬ 
versity of British Colum¬ 
bia’s Genome Science and 
Technology program on the 
other hand, sees medicines. 

Having grown up as a 
member of the Painted 
Feather Woodland Metis 
Tribe in Ontario, Redfern 
discusses her education and 
how it relates to the forest 
products industry: 

Can you tell me a little bit 
about what you’ve been 
studying? 

I work in the field of medi¬ 
cinal plant genomics — 
specifically I work on bio¬ 
products from balsam fir. 


Coniferous trees are a rich 
source of metabolites that 
can be used to make higher 
value bio-products. To ad¬ 
dress the significant market 
demand, there is a large sci¬ 
entific interest in the identi¬ 
fication of the genes and en¬ 
zymes for the production of 
natural products with cost 
effective technologies. 

Prior to attending UBC, 
I was studying biopharma- 
ceutical science at The Uni¬ 


versity of Ottawa. While 
studying in Ottawa I had 
the opportunity to work 
with The Cree of Eeyou 
Istchee (CEI), a James Bay 
subpopulation of the Cree 
Nation, which is Canada’s 
largest Aboriginal group. 
The CEI possess a wealth of 
traditional ethnobotanical 
knowledge and continue to 
use medicinal plants today. 
I worked collaboratively 
with the elders and Cree 


Health Board to investigate 
traditional plants to treat 
diabetes. 

It is estimated that 20 per 
cent of the Aboriginal popu¬ 
lation lives with diabetes 
and the prevalence of Type 
2 diabetes is three to five 
times the national average. 
My research focused on the 
safety and efficacy of trad¬ 
itional medicines for treat¬ 
ing symptoms associated 
with diabetes.

Do you feel that there 
is a connection to your 
academic work and your 
identity as a Metis? 

Yes. However, there is not 
a direct connection. For ex¬ 
ample, I am not investigat¬ 
ing which trees make the 
best fiddles. Rather, I am 
defining what it means to be 
Metis to myself, my family, 
my community and the non- 
Aboriginal population by 
participating in an untrad- 
itional field of research. 

I want to show everyone 
that Metis culture is not 


dead, static or stereotyp¬ 
ical. The Metis Peoples are 
diverse, strong and proud, 
with a history and a future. 
I am a woman, Metis and a 
bioengineer. 

Where do you see yourself 
going after you complete 
your degree? 

My goal is to open a health 
and wellness centre, which 
integrates modern medicine 
with traditional indigen¬ 
ous medicines. The current 
heath-care infrastructure 
views modern-western prac¬ 
titioners, traditional healers 
and naturopathic doctors in 
opposition of one another, 
when in fact they all strive 
to bring better health to 
the population. Currently, 
there’s a deficit in the health 
care system, it devalues the 
importance of diversity of 
medicinal knowledge. 

I want to develop a health 
centre that will be the stan¬ 
dard for health services in 
the 21st century. The health 
centre will be a place where 
all people can get modern 
medical services, with in¬ 
formed access to traditional 
medicines while experien¬ 
cing a culturally respectful 
environment.

The Oilers’ weakness on face- 
offs was exposed Monday 
night against Vancouver, and 
now with the loss of Shawn 
Horcoff and Eric Belanger — 
Edmonton’s two best draw 
men — the concern has be¬ 
come even more immediate. 

Horcoff was put on the in¬ 
jury reserve list Tuesday and 
is expected to be out at least 
three to four weeks to heal a 
broken knuckle he suffered 
in Monday’s 3-2 overtime loss 
to the Canucks. 

Belanger, who broke a 
couple of toes Saturday, could 


be back by the weekend. 

“I’m sure everybody saw 
the numbers against Van¬ 
couver,” Oiler head coach 
Ralph Krueger said Tuesday 
of the Oilers losing 70 per 
cent of faceoffs. “It really is 
a difficult game when you’re 
playing a top team and start¬ 
ing by puck retrieval all the 
time.” 

Krueger said the Oilers, 
who held an optional work¬ 
out Tuesday and will be 
home Wednesday night to 
the Dallas Stars, are working 


on faceoffs on and off the ice, 
“even strategically, just try¬ 
ing to figure it out.” 

Horcoff and Belanger, de¬ 
spite their injuries, will be 
working with centres Sam 
Gagner, Ryan Nugent-Hop¬ 
kins, Anton Lander and Mark 
Arcobello, who was called up 
from Oklahoma City on Tues¬ 
day. 

Nugent-Hopkins and Ga¬ 
gner, the team’s top two cen¬ 
tres, had terrible nights in 
the faceoff circle against Van¬ 
couver and neither skated 


Tuesday. One Oiler who was 
respectable on faceoffs was 
Lander, who was strong on 
draws in the American Hock¬ 
ey League but has struggled 
in the NHL. 

“Down in the AHL I did 
good, but it’s another league, 
everyone is so much better 
here,” said the 21-year-old 
Swede. “I haven’t been that 
good in the NHL. Everyone 
is so much better, stronger, 
bigger.” 

But he added the Oilers 
have to find a way to start 
plays with the puck. 

“That’s huge, you want to 
start with the puck, not be 
chasing it. It’s a big mental 
thing, too. Start winning a 
couple of draws, you get con¬ 
fident.... I need to step up on 
the draws and I know that.”

February shaping up to be crucial for Oil

With the benching of veteran 
defenceman Ryan Whitney, 
first-year coach Ralph Krue¬ 
ger made a statement that 
most of Edmonton’s fans and 
media personalities seem to 
be on board with. 

This is a team on the rise 
and poor play must be held 
accountable, no matter how 
many games the offender has 
already logged in the NHL 

Coming into the season, 
Krueger said that he wanted 


the Oilers to play uptempo 
hockey, to use those great 
young assets the franchise 
had accrued in the past few 
years. So far, the result has 
been good. Not great, but cer¬ 
tainly in a decent place. 

The Oilers are scoring 2.33 
goals per game so far, which 
puts the team in the bottom 
third of the league. And the 
firepower is coming from 
special teams, which is a 
little problematic when ana¬ 
lyzing 5-on-5 play: Edmonton 
is one of only three teams 
yet to break double digits in 
even-strength goals. Florida 
and Nashville are the others 
and you know what they say 


about the company you keep. 

But this is of course a 
small sample size and there 
are positives surrounding a 
team that will have to carry 
on for a while without cap¬ 
tain and centre Shawn Hor¬ 
coff (broken knuckle). The 
team’s top seven scorers are 
comprised of the six forwards 
on the top two lines (Hall, 
Eberle, Nugent-Hopkins, Ga¬ 
gner, Hemsky and Yakupov, 
though not in that order), 
plus rookie defenceman Jus¬ 
tin Schultz, who also happens 
to be the only plus player 
on the blue-line, at plus-1. 
Goaltender Devan Dubnylc is 
standing tall, even in games 



that turn into losses. 

Which is a long way of say¬ 
ing things are looking rosy 
for the Oilers, who must now 
fight through the first adver¬ 
sity of the season thanks to 
the Horcoff shelving. 

Edmonton has a very 
forgiving schedule coming 
up with six of eight games 
at home and the other two 
against beatable teams in 
Columbus and a suddenly 
vulnerable Detroit. The Oil¬ 
ers also get Dallas twice and 
a struggling L.A. Kings squad. 
Edmonton is young, but they 
know what they have to do. 
February will be a crucial 
month for the Oilers’ growth.

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2014 Sochi Games a great 
source of pride for Putin

Countdown to 
Olympics. President 
using event to showcase 
a prosperous Russia 


One year before Russia hosts 
its first Winter Olympics, the 
Black Sea resort of Sochi is a 
vast construction site sprawl¬ 
ing for nearly 40 kilometres 
along the coast and 50 kilo¬ 
metres up into the mountains. 
After arriving at Sochi’s new 
airport, there’s no escape from 
the clang and clatter of the 
drilling, jackhammering and 
mixing of cement that drowns 
out the hum of the sea and the 
birdsong. 

For Russia and its leader¬ 
ship, the 2014 Sochi Games is 
not just a major sports event 
but a point of national pride. 
President Vladimir Putin has 
made the Olympics his person¬ 
al project and, determined to 
use them to showcase a power¬ 
ful and prosperous Russia, has 
spared no expense to make 
sure the games are a success. 


On Thursday, Putin will be 
in Sochi to preside over a lav¬ 
ish celebration marking the 
one-year countdown to the 
opening ceremony on Feb. 7, 


2014. 

“The project is under his 
permanent control and we 
enjoy the full government 
support,” Sochi organizing 


committee head Dmitry Cher¬ 
nyshenko said. “This really is 
his games because he recogniz¬ 
es the power of these games, 
the greatest-ever catalyst to ac¬ 


celerate positive change.” 

The current overall price 
tag for the games is $51 billion, 
more than four times as much 
as Russia estimated when it 
was awarded the Olympics in 
2007. This would make Sochi 
the most expensive Olympics 
in history, surpassing the $40 
billion that China is believed to 
have splashed out for the 2008 
Summer Games in Beijing. For 
Sochi, at least half the money is 
coming from state coffers, with 
most of the rest being put for¬ 
ward by state-controlled com¬ 
panies and Russian tycoons. 

The costs are high because 
they include extensive infra¬ 
structure development in 
addition to construction of the 
Olympic venues, almost all of 
which had to be built from 
scratch. Most of the sports 
venues have already been com¬ 
pleted or will be in the next 
few months, while armies of 
workers are busy building ho¬ 
tels and additional Olympic 
facilities, including two of the 
three athletes’ villages and the 
media centre.

wheel-drive. You would think 
the Paceman’s sloping roofline 
and liftgate would adversely af¬ 
fect stowage space. 

Surprisingly, that’s not the 
case, with the Paceman surren¬ 
dering only about six per cent 
volume with the rear seats in 
place and about eight per cent 
when they’re folded flat. 

The interior includes four 
adjustable bucket seats — also 
adapted from the Countiyman 
— that are especially attractive. 

Of course the Mini’s sig¬ 
nature round dash gauges 
are veiy much in evidence, 
although not quite as in-your- 
face as those installed in the 


basic Mini Cooper or Mini 
Clubman. Rumour has it the 
next-generation Mini will 
adopt a more conventional 
layout, which would likely be a 
step in the right direction. 

What is decidedly non- 
conventional is the Paceman’s 
illuminated centre-rail floor 
console to which you can at¬ 
tach a cellphone base, cup 
holders, sunglasses case and 
other accessories. And it also 
comes equipped with the usual 
gadgets and extras. 

The Paceman’s unique mix 
of sporty style and practicality, 
with an available side order of 
rough-road ruggedness, makes 
it perhaps the best reason yet 
to consider parking a Mini in 
your driveway.

It’s a time-honoured trad¬ 
ition: improving and person¬ 
alizing your vehicle through 
gadgets. 

The tradition was found¬ 
ed, one could argue, with 
the Ford Model T. 

“A Ford was born naked 
as a baby, and a flourishing 
industry grew up out of cor¬ 
recting its rare deficiencies 
and combating its fascin¬ 
ating diseases,” wrote E.B. 
White of the Model T, in his 
famous essay, Farewell My 
Lovely, first published in 
the May 16, 1936 edition of 
The New Yorker. 

He began his essay by 
lamenting the new Sears 
Roebuck catalogue, which 
by that point only had one 
page devoted to Model T ac¬ 
cessories and parts. This was 
in contrast to the “spring 
times when the Ford gadg¬ 
et section was larger than 
men’s clothing, almost as 
large as household furnish¬ 
ings.” 

Of course, back in those 
days, a Model T gadget could 
be something like a rear 


view mirror, a foot accel¬ 
erator to replace the stan¬ 
dard hand accelerator, or a 
tire patch kit. According to 
White, every Model T owner 
back then “was capable of 
putting on a patch, expected 
to, and did have to.” 

Now we’re expected to 
be drinking coffee and re¬ 
sponding to text messages 


while driving. 

In fact, Fiat’s European 
division has come up with 
the world’s first in-car es¬ 
presso maker. Fiat 500L 
buyers in Europe can order 
this maker directly from 
Fiat. It slides into the cen¬ 
tre console and makes nice, 
hot espresso whenever you 
want, as long as the 500L is 


in park. It doesn’t look like 
we’ll get it in North Amer¬ 
ica. We still don’t get a lot 
of the interesting and sport¬ 
ing vehicle and powertrain 
options the Europeans get 
— now we have to add port¬ 
able espresso machines to 
the off-limits list. Damn you 
old world power. 

But just as well, as there 


are lots of other new gadg¬ 
ets that need our attention. 

I recently attended Can¬ 
adian Tire’s press event, 
highlighting some of its new 
automotive products for the 
upcoming spring season. A 
lot of car cleaning and man- 
cave garage type stuff. A lot 
of electronic stuff. 

My favourite garage/tool 


item is the Mastercraft Pit- 
cart — a huge toolbox on 
wheels worthy of a NASCAR 
team. 

But nothing says gadget 
like an electronic gadget. 
Electronic gadgets that fur¬ 
ther connectivity, safety, 
navigation, entertainment, 
etc., are exploding in num¬ 
ber these days. 

Mandi Paquin-Johnson, 
Canadian Tire’s car category 
buyer, told us that the Yada 
Digital Baby Camera/Mon¬ 
itor is one of the bigger 
electronic gadget hits over 
the last year. The monitor 
mounts on the front dash, 
so you never have to swivel 
your head to see how jun¬ 
ior’s doing in the backseat. 
“Everyone who’s tried one 
loves it,” says Paquin-John¬ 
son. 

Because the electronic 
industry moves faster than 
the automotive industry, I 
don’t think there will ever 
be a shortage of such new 
gadgets that people will 
want to incorporate into 
their driving experiences. 
This should ensure that the 
gadget tradition would con¬ 
tinue to thrive, even though 
cars no longer come from 
the factory, as the Model T 
once did, “naked as a baby.”

Canadians pump more than 
200 million litres of fuel into 
their vehicles every day, and 
drive a combined 325 billion 
kilometres each year. But 
compared to 20 years ago, 
smog-forming emissions have 
dropped by 90 per cent, pri¬ 
marily due to more efficient 
vehicles and cleaner fuels. 

“Fuels have much less 
sulphur in them today,” says 
Peter Boag, president of the 
Canadian Fuels Association. 
“This has an impact on the ef¬ 
fectiveness and efficiency of 
the vehicle’s emissions con¬ 
trol systems.” 

Sulphur is a chemical 
that’s found naturally in

crude petroleum. Before it’s 
refined, crude contains some 
15,000 to 18,000 parts per 
million (ppm) of sulphur. In 
the past, gasoline could still 
contain as much as 1,000 
ppm, and in the early 1990s, 
Canada’s average sulphur 
content, at 350 ppm, was one 
of the highest worldwide. 

Starting in 2003, govern¬ 
ment regulations reduced 
the allowable amount to 150 
ppm, with a second phase 
two years later further re¬ 
ducing it to 30 ppm. 

“Today, gasoline has only 
three ppm on average of sul¬ 
phur,” Boag says. “And prior 
to 2007, the standard for 
diesel was 500 ppm, and it’s 
now at 15 ppm. That’s for on¬ 


road diesel, off-road, rail, and 
marine. All diesel now pro¬ 
duced is what we call ultra- 
low-sulphur diesel, or ULSD. 

“When you look at the 
growth of the heavy-duty 
vehicle segment over the last 
10 to 15 years, that (sulphur) 
reduction has been an im¬ 
portant part of emissions per¬ 
formance. ULSD has enabled 
new particulate filters that 
eliminate particulate matter, 
which is the visible pollut¬ 
ant (in diesel exhaust),” Boag 
says. 

Removing sulphur from 
gasoline doesn’t affect en¬ 
gine performance and is 
strictly about the vehicle’s 
emissions and exhaust treat¬ 
ment systems. 

But while low-sulphur 
fuels may seem like a win- 
win, they aren’t without 
their challenges. It’s expen¬ 
sive to take sulphur out of 
crude during refining, which 
raises the price of produc¬ 
tion. It also requires more 
steps, which requires more 
energy. While there was a 
net improvement in air qual-

ity linked to the removal of 
sulphur in fuels, there was 
also a rise in greenhouse gas 
(GHG) emissions at the refin¬ 
eries from the extra energy 
required to remove it.
